Explains the Difficulties of the British 
and Expresses Confidence in 
| the Result. 


BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The Deutsche Zeitung 
publishes a letter purporting to come from 
General Joubert and dated at Ladysmith, 
Oct. 27, in which the writer says: 

Even if we do not succeed in preventing 
the concentration of General Buller’s troops 
the British army will be weakened from nat- 
ural causes to such an extent that net more 
than 35,000 efficient troops, or 40,000 at the 
outside, can take the field. The others must 
be employed to protect e inications. In 
this connection it is to be borne in mind 
that not only Natal but Cape Colony, with 
a base of operations covering 435 miles, must 
be considered. 

“Our bases of supply are at home, and 
organized on the relay system in three di- 
rections: To protect these does not require 
500 men. If one base should be seriously 
threatened the supplies will be destroyed. 
A war of defense, of which we need not 
think for a considerable time, would present 
far greater advantages than an offensive 
war. We are at home in the highlands of 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free State. 
The British will have to contest every step 
under inconceivable difficulties, and must 
be prepared at every moment to fight on two 
or three fronts. |

STORY OF WILLOW GRANGE. 


Details of General Hildyard’s Brilliant 
Attack on the Boers at Bea- 
con Hill. | 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—A special dispatch 
from Estcourt dated Thursday, Nov. 23, and 
describing the engagement at Willow 
Grange, says: 

General Hildyard’s plans were to attac 
Beacon Hill and the hill beyond with the 
bayonet. Both were occupied by the Boers 
in force, with intrenchments and with four 
guns in position on Beacon Hill, which is 
about 150 feet high. A column under the 
command of General Hildyard marched five 
miles over undulating ground, and then 
began the steady work of climbing the 
height. The naval gun and a battery of 
field artillery were dragged by sheer strength 


and up an almost inaccessible eminence. 

The Boers retired on the off side of Bea - 
con Hill while the British were climbing the 
near side. | 

At this moment a terrific thunder-storm 
‘burst, continuing for hours. At 6 o'clock 
the weather cleared, and a few artillery and 
rife exchanges closed the day's operations, 
darkness falling and the prospect being dis- 
mal. The heavy rain was renewed, but 
when the storm had spent itself the British 
march was resumed until, after several 
hours of dangerous and tedious work, climb- 
ing the hills and crossing swollen rivulets, 
the advanced pickets of the Boers were 
reached in the small hours of the morning. 


Charge of the Yorkshires.

The Boers left heaps of guns, ammu- 
hition, rifles, and blankets, as well as thirty 
horses. The British took several prisoners. 

“The object of the recorinoiseance, which 
was to prevent the enemy taking up certain 
positions which overlook Bstcourt, having 
been attained, the column gradually re- 
tired to camp, while the artillery and some 
infantry held Beacon Hill. The British losses 
are estimated at eight killed and forty-two 
wounded.”

AS VIEWED BY AN AFRIKANDER. 


General Methuen Not Likely to Double 
Back Before Relieving Kim- 
berley. 


IBT AN AFRIKANDER.] 

Until Kimberley is relieved ft is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that General Methuen, 
in the face of his recent defeat of the Boers 
at Belmont,. will double back through the 
Free State and cut off the burghers invading 
the districts of Colesberg and Burghersdorp. 

From Belmont to lesberg is 145 miles 
through a dry and l y country. and the 
march through this rhtory would be a 
severe task upon the as yet unacclimated 
British troops. 

Notwithstanding that, as reported, the 
Dutch of northern Cape Colony have risen 
and joined the Boers invading the districts 
of Herschel and Barkley East, these only 
number some 400 at most and do not offer any 
special resistance to the advance of the 
British under General Gatacre. j 

Should it be the latter's intention to ad- 
vance from Queenstown and reoccupy 
Stromberg Junction some heavy fighting 
may be expected from this quarter. The 
country between Stormberg and Moitena, 
south of the Free State borders, abounds 
with small kopjes with huge bowlders 
and thick bush, so favorable to Boer tactics, 
and while the passes between the hills are 
generally wide they afford practically no 
shelter to troops, and the Boers, with a few 
pieces of artillery, could do considerable ex- 
ecution upon an advancing column. 

Should General Gatacre find his forces in- 
adequate to meet the Boers in the territory 
between Queenstown and the Free State, tne 
railway from De Aar and Naauwpoort Junc- 
tion is open still, and General French, sia- 
tioned at the latter point, could speedily 
form a junction with Gatacre’s column north 
of Stormberg Junction, near Molteno. Fur- 
ther reinforcements could be dispatched 
from De Aar if found necessary. , 

Meanwhile, the burghers, said to be con- 
centrating in the Barkley East district, are 
getting in comfortably close to Pondoland 
and invading the territory of Kaffiraria, the 
nalives of both states being exceedingly 
hostile to the Boers and apt to resent an in- 
vasion or an approach to their kraals, fear- 
ing raids upon their cattle and grain. 

“United States Consul Macrum at Pretoria 
is presumably recognized by the Transvaal 
government as Consular Agent only and not 
entitled to the same consideration as a duly 
accredited Consul. Had the government car- 
ried on its negotiations with the Consul Gen- 


Stowe, it is probable President Kruger would 
have granted the privileges asked for. 

Owing to the presence of so large a force 
of Boers around Estcourt and to the south- 
ward of that point the British will be forced 
to abandon the original plan of concentrat- 
ing their forces there before making the 
final advance towards Ladysmith. Pieter- 
maritzburg will then necessarily be the ob- 
jective point of the British troops now com- 
ing up from Durban, and the Boers, real- 
izing that each train from Durban can only 
carry from 2,000 to 2,500 troops at a time, 
may be collecting south of Estcourt with a 
view of intercepting the arrival of each 
force of British. By keeping to the south 
of Mariteburg the Boers could take up a 
position at Botha’s Hill, a strong. strategic 
point on the Durban-Maritzburg railway, 
and considerably retard the British advance 
with heavy artillery. At Botha’s Hill the 
Boers can command a long sweep of the 
railway, both to the east and west. From 
Durban to Maritzburg the line is mostly 
ascending, and only within a few miles from 
Maritzburg is there a down grade. 

For this reason the trains, heavily loaded 
as they no doubt will be, can, only proceed 
slowly, and on account of the steep grades 


| only one train at a time can be allowed in

Secret Not Suspected. 3

At Butler last spring Glenn began court- 
ing Miss Ella Dukes and they soon became

The forgery was discovered at once and 
the woman was arrested and placed under 
a bond of $1,000 to await the action of the 
November grand jury.

Sends Story of y 

Glenn failed to return, and on the Sunday 
following Miss Dukes received a letter, 
signed T. H. Terry, stating that Glenn had 
fallen from a boat into the Mississippi River 
and had been drowned. The writer stated 
that he was a friend of Glenn's, and as such 
informed her of his fate. 

Miss Dukes believed this story, but her 
father and Sheriff Cassidy were satisfied that 
Glenn had left the State to escape prosecu- 
tion. 

Two weeks later a dispatch was sent to 
a St. Louis paper from Paducah, Ky., stat- 
ing that the body of Ellis Glenn, reported 
to have been drowned at St. Louis, had been 


found near Paducah. 

Sheriff Cassidy and bondsmen were 
convinced that Glenn had caused the mes- 
sage to be sent and telegraphed the authori- 
ties at Paducah, who arrested Glenn, and 
the supposed man was brought back to 
Hillsboro. 

Miss Dukes still professed love for Glenn, 
and wished to be married in the jail, but 
her father and the Sheriff forbade it.

She 
was brought back to Hillsboro today and 
placed in the female ward of the jail, where 
she stated that she was not the Ellis Glenn 
who had tried to negotiate the forged note 
and who had been engaged to Miss Dukes, 
but that she was his twin sister and had 
taken his place in Paducah to allow him to 
escape. 

The woman declared she was 38 years old 
and had only worn male attire since October. 
She stated that she would mot allow her at- 
torneys to seek to set aside the sentence of 
the court, as that would involve others in 
trouble, and that she would serve out the 

bed time in the penitentiary, 


Fail to Find Motive. 

The woman’s story is not credited here, 
but people are greatly puzzled as to the 
motive for her conduct, 

Judge Dwight, who is presiding in the Cir- 
cuit Court, is out of the city tonight, but 
attorneys generally agree that unless Miss 
Glenn files an affidavit showing facts which 
would create a doubt as to her guilt the only 
course for the court to pursue is to direct 
that the sentence be carried out. This preb- 
ably will be done today by way of a new 
sentence. 

Glenn’s Career in Paducah. 

Paducah, Ky., Nov. 26.—[Special.}—Glenn 
appeared here about six weeks ago and after 
a few days secured work at a collar shop as a 
cutter of strips. He boarded just across 
the street at a house kept by a Mrs. Bird, 
and there he was arrested ten days after. 

While here Glenn passed as T. H. Terry 
and was traced down by asking for mail 
in a name given in information from Sheriff 
Cassidy of Hillsboro. 

The supposed Terry's sex was suspected 
and commented upon by Mrs. Bird and her 
daughter, as well as by some of the men 
where he worked. 

The officer who made the arrest says 
Terry had small hands and feet and a 
smooth face, and that he took him for a 
boy. He says he did not suspect his pris- 
oner's sex, but was not surprised when told 
of the discovery made at the prison. 

It was from here, before her arrest, that 
the woman télegraphed of the finding of 
Glenn's body at an island near Cairo. This 
dispatch was signed Terry.“

Henrietta Maria McCormick was the 
Gaughter of John and Elizabeth McNutt, 
and was born in Rockbridge County, Vir- 
ginia, five miles from Lexington, on May 
25, 1822. Her childhood was spent on the 
homestead, twelve miles from the Natural 
Bridge, and her school days commenced at 
the famous Oldfield schoolhouse. Her rem- 
iniscences of this period, preserved in a vol- 
ume of her own authorship, relate the trials 
— on hard, straight-backed 
nches from 7:30 o’clock in the 
6 at night. 
At the age of 14 she was sent to boarding- 
school at the Ann Smith Academy in Lex- 
ington. Henriette McNutt was known for 
her beauty among her schoolmates, and a 
record of the institution relates her crowning 
as Queen of the May in 1887. Present at that 
ceremony were Thomas H. Benton and his 
daughter Jessie, who afterwards. became 
the wife of General John C. Fremont. 
Among her early memories Mrs. McCormick 
often referred to a vision of the crucifixion 
she had in October, 1841, and which was con- 
sidered a supernatural! phenomenon. 
In 1840 she graduated from the academy 
and after remaining with her parents for 
five years, on Oct. 22, 1845, she was married 
to Leander James McCormick of Walnut 
Grove, Rockbridge County. The next two 
years were spent on a farm in the vicinity, 
but in Octeber, 1848, Mr. McCormick sold 
his property preparatory to entering part- 
nership in the harvester business with his 
brother, Cyrus H. McCormick, in Chicago. 
With their infant son, Robert Hall, Mr. 
and Mrs. McCormick started on horseback 
in the midst of a blinding snow-storm. At 
Steele’s Tavern, Midway, they took the 
stage to New York City. From Albany they

SMIRCHING FUNSTON ALSO, — 
Another “hero” gone! General Fun- 
ston has no more been able to escape the 
venomous attacks of the politicians and the 
jealousy of rivals in his own profession 
than were Dewey and others. He is learn- 
ing. how enyy dogs success. A few months 
ago Funston was a “hero.” He hadswum 
rivers. He had attacked the enemy almost 
single-handed “ where they strongest lay,” 
and had performed prodigies of valor. His 
heart swelled proudly when he read the cn- 
comiums on his gallantry. — 

He had barely returned to his country 
and his Kansas home before the backbiters 
and the calumniators began their war on 
him. First they said he had desecrated 
shrines in Luzon; had stolen the holy ves- 


| sels; had given the robes of the Virgin to 


his wife, and had left nothing undone to 


| show his brutal contempt for the religious 


feelings of Catholics in the Philippines and 
in this country. Next the calumniators 
said that if he had not ordered the execu- 
tion of Filipino prisoners he had seen them 
shot down in cold blood, unarmed, defense- 
less, before his éyes, and had not inter- 
fered to protect them. Then it was denied 
that he had really swum rivers, sword in 
mouth, or specially distinguished himself 
in any way. It was charged that he had 
sought shelter when under fire, and that he 
permitted his subordinate officers and men 
to go where bullets were flying while he 
kept himself carefully out of harm’s way. 
And finally, while he was only a passenger, 
without anthority, on the transport ship 
Tartar, it was intimated that.he ought to 
have put a stop to whatever was done 
amiss on that vessel. Pain! 
These ate the charges against Funston 
which have been put in circulation, largely 
for political effect, though even if the poli- 
ticians had been mute those men who can- 
not endure to see another rise slightly above 
the common level would have been swift 
to pounce on and magnify some unwise act 
or invent errors if he had been guilty of 
none, This is what befell Hobson. The 
deliberate bravery he showed when he sailed 
the Merrimac into Santiago harbor and the 
gates of death will always be one of the 
proud. possessions of the American navy. 
But Hobson, while brave on sea, did a silly 
act on land. He kissed too much, and in a 


| week he became a ridiculed and discredited 


“hero.” So Hobson had his day. His 
bravery was forgotten; his indiscretion was 
remembered. 

It is well known that “death loves a 
shining mark.” So does envy. Some 
months ago Funston became such a mark. 
In answer to all these calumnies of which 
he has been the victim it is hardly necessary 
to quote his own words of denial. It is 


| sufficient to point to the fact that he was 


highly praised by General Otis in his dis- 
patches and recommended for promotion 
by him. General Funston did not ask for 
advancement. It came to him on the rec- 
ommendation of superior officers, who knew 
what he had done to earn it. When the 
period of his enlistment had ended he re- 
turned to this country. He had earned a 
rest, even if he did not absolutely need it, 
after-his long and arduous service in a try- 
lag climate; where he had avoided no ex- 
| posure to it and shirked none of its dangers. 
The War department, appreciating the 
value of the services he was able to render, 
pressed him to return to. Luzon almost im- 
mediately. He consented cheerfully. He 
accepted a new commission and has left the 
country to affront again dangers and hard- 
ships whose serious nature he knows. for 
he was exposed to them for a year. And 
he knows also that if he wins additional 
laurels he will have to face, when he re- 
turns again, 4 new series of calumnies.

THE RIGHT TO ANSWER BACK. 
The French Court of Appeals has made 
a decision which will convince every Amer- 
| fean author whose back has felt the critic's 
rod that France is a justice-loving country, 
the Dreyfus case to the contrary notwith- 
standing. As for the critics, and the pub 
dishers of the newspapers or magazines in 
which the criticisms are printed, their esti- 


mate of French justice will be more con- 


temptuous than ever. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals is 
that an author has a right to reply to a 
criticism in the periodical that published it. 
That right exists even though the criticism 
is not one of the slashing kind. If a critic 
praises a book for reasons which do not com- 
mend themselves to the author, the latter 
must be permitted to review the reviewer, 
and is entitied to all the space he or she 


thinks necessary for the purpose. The de- 


mands of authors under such circumstances 


p | will not be modest. In the case which was 


before the court, the plaintiff, a woman 


1 novel-writer, kad asked repeatedly as a fa- 


yor that her book be reviewed. The conct 
holds that she did not thereby waive her 
right to a reply if the review did not suit 
her.

Perhaps in the near 
future some home author whose feelings 
hare been hurt by a severe review will try 
to discover whether American law will be 
as benevolent to him as French law is to 
French authors. It will not be denied that 
there may be occasions where books are so 
unjustly and perversely criticised as to en- 
title the author to space for a protest, but 
American Judges are not likely to hold that 
a paper or magazine must print a reply to 
fair, legitimate criticism because it does 
not suit the person whose writings are criti- 
cised. The acceptance of the French doc- 
trine by American tribunals would play 
havoc with the book-reviewing industry, 
for the authors of this country are as hard 
to please as those of France. |

WHY LONG SHOULD RETIRE. 

A great ado has been made over the crit- 
icism which Tus Trrecne has passed upon 
the administration of Secretary Long. It 
has been assumed, particularly by the Bos- 
ton papers, that he is the victim of unde- 
served censure. The truth is, Tae Tris- 
unr has no personal dislike of or grievance 
Whatever ability 
he may have as a public man, he has never 
from the first proved himself qualified to 
hold the position of head of the Navy de- 
partment. He was an excellent Congress- 
man. He served with credit on the Appro- 
He was a successful 
Governor of Massachusetts. That he is a 
man of the highest character and that he 
possesses many amiable qualities has never 
been questioned. It is another matter, 
however, to determine whether he was the 
best man to appoint as Secretary of the 
Navy, or whether, having been chosen, he 
has administered that department with 
judgment and success, | 

It does not appear that Secretary Long 
had any spetial ‘qualifications for such a 
position. Indeed, he had hardly entered 
upon his duties before he was in collision 
with Roosevelt, then Assistant Secretary, 
who had no faith in Long and did not be- 
lieve him to be competent to manage the 
department. Roosevelt thought that if 
Long were permitted to go on as he had be- 
gun the navy would not be ready for the 
Spanish war or to meet any other possible 
adversary. Long soon demonstrated that 
he would be the easy victim of intrigue, 
that he would succumb to the influences of 
one or another faction in the navy, that he 
was not big enough to rise above factional 
wrangles and assert himself absolute ruler 
of his department, suppress disturbances 
which might arise from professional jeal- 
ousies, or make himself arbiter between op- 
posing factions, 
stand, which was his duty, he united with 
one side as against the other and cham- 
pioned it. | | 


Soon after the war began the Board of 


Strategy, consisting of Admiral Orownin- 
shield, Admiral Sicard, and Oaptain Ma- 
han, was organized, and Long at once fell 
under their influence, did all they advised, 
and discountenanced what they disap- 
proved, At their suggestion Sampson was 
selected to command the Atlantic squad- 
ron and was jumped over the heads of other 
officers. He was an officer of well-known 
technical ability. During the war he ac- 
complished such prodigious feats of valor 
as killing a mule at Matanzas, leading the 
naval parade to Puerto Rico and back, and 
bombarding various fortifications, which ‘t 
appeared afterwards were not materially 
injured.

These unfortunate conditions are largely 
due to the lack of authority on the part of 
Secretary Long. He should have foreseen | 
and should have prevented them by calm- 
ness, forbearance, a large, magnanimons 
spirit, and the disclaiming of any desire to 
take sides. He should have satisfied the 


‘demands of one set without discrediting 


the other. He should have suppressed 
these turbulent spirits instead of adding to 
the disturbance and encouraging the rioters. 
Whatever administrative ability Secre- 
tary Long may possess, and Tun Trisune 
is not disposed to deny that he has it 
for some other positions, he has shown that 
he is without executive capacity in the De- 
partment of the Navy. He has not admin- 
istered its affairs with success, but in such 


a way that the navy does not stand in the 
estimation of the public where it should

A “ greater” Joliet—the adjective is that 
now used to describe a town that has an- 
nexed territory in accordance with the 
mania that seems to have seized cities all 
over the country—seems assured. The Jo- 
liet Republican asserts that enough terri- 
tory will be annexed to make Joliet the 
third city in Illinois in population at the cen- 
sus in 1900, ranking ahead of its old rival, 


desire for speedy annexation, indeed, seems | 
to be in no small measure due to the desire 

to make a good showing at the next census. 

It is doubtful if the value of a relative rank 

of third or sixth in the list of Illinois towns 

is of any real advantage. In all probability 

the manufacturer or business-man who 

seeks a location does not bother his head 

much about it. The actual population of 

the tributary territory, whether within the 

city limits or not, might be a matter of 

consideration with him, But it is likely 

the value of quantity of population ts much 

exaggerated.

Jo- 

liet is now undecided how far the limits 

of the city shall be extended, there being 

some who urge that the entite township 

should be annexed. With growing towns 

as with growing boys, it is well that the 

clothes should be rather large, but it would 

be a foolish parent who would buy his young 

son a suit that would be large for a man 

six feet tall. There are several kinds of 

annexation. One kind is natural, as was 

the case when in 1854 the contiguous towns 

within Philadelphia County were welded 

into one, the towns having grown into each 

other so that a pedestrian could not tell 

where one ended and the other began. 

Few annexations have been so well advised, 

and the charge might be brought against 

Chicago that it has taken in many of its 
suburbs in too great haste. A city’s growth 

should be normal and its boundaries should 

be extended not through any. desire to be 
able to boast of area or population, but be- 

cause the annexation is really demanded 

by the convenience of the city and the resi- 
dents of the territory it annexes. 

The report of the First 
Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, just issued, calls 
attention to the phenom- 
enal growth of the receipts in the free de- 
livery service, being 21.64 per cent larger 
than those of the preceding year, while the 
cost of maintaining the service has 
creased only 3.9 per cent and the cost of the 
whole service has dropped to the lowest pro- 
portionate figure since the enactment of the 
eight-hour law, being but 20.66 per cent of 
the gross receipts. As to rural free delivery 
the report says: “In nine instances out of 
ten where rural free delivery is put in oper- 
ation the growth of the revenues from the 
increase of the mails, resulting from in- 
creased postal facilities and the economies 
made possible by the discontinuance of other 
service which can be dispensed with, will 
render rural free delivery service in no sense 
a burden upon the government within six 
months after its establishment. In many in- 
stances it has been shown that within sixty 
days the increase of receipte and the saving 
in the cost of service discontinued more than 
equal the increased expenditures.” |

PROSPERITY OF IOWA RAILROADS. 

lowa has enjoyed an unusual share of 
the prosperity that has fallen upon the 
country during the last year. The unprece- 
dented building operations reported from 
every city have been one indication, but 
even better proof is found in the statistics 
which are about to be published in the 
annual report of the State Railroad com- 
mission. These show that the gross re- 
ceipts for the Ipwa railroads for the 
year ending June 30, 1899, were $48,466,- 
158, an unprecedented total, being 8,000. 
000 greater than the gross receipts of the 
year 1893, which was the previous holder 
of the record. This increased prosperity 
of the railroads was shared by their em- 
ployés, The commission’s report shows 
that it made necessary the employment of 
1,200 more men than ever before, and their 
compensation at increased wages aggre- 
gating $1,200,000—the total number of men

383 was paid in wages. 

Since June 30, the date when the rail- 
road commission’s year ended, there is 
every indication that the prosperity has 
continued. The railroad column of Tun 
Trisun® contains almost daily the an- 
nouncement of the contemplation of 
some new line or branch in Iowa, the 
pushing of work on one or its completion.

It is conceded that the White 
House has outlived its usefulness as a 
place of residence. The last two or three 
Presidents found it inconvenient and poor- 
ly adapted to modern ways of living, and 
apparently the time has come for a change 
of some kind.

HAULING GRAIN WITH THRASHING EN- 
GINES.—A. J. Wakefield, an ingenious farmer liv- 
ing near Sioux Falls, 8. D., has found a new tise 
for the steam éngine which is used to run hfs 
thrashing machine. Instead of putting u out 
of service for the winter when his thrashing was 
over he filled five big farm wagons with 496 
bushels of wheat, fastened them together 
behind the other, like a train of cars, and 
the engine to pull them to town. The journey 
of fifteen miles was made in six hours, the engine 
and train requiring the attention of but one man 
beside Wakefield. An average load for a team 
of horses is fifty bushels of wheat, so that even 
on the first experimental trip the engine did the 
work of ten teams, and Wakefield feels sure that 
1,000 bushels can be drawn by the same engine 
without difficulty. The use of the engine re- 
sulted in a great saving of time, while at the 
same time it left both horses and men at home 
to work in the fields, which need prompt atten. 
tion at this time the year. Wakefield believes 
that his idea will open up a new field of profit 
for all owners of thrashing engines in the farm- 
ing districts. After completing the thrashing for 
the year the engines need not put into storage 
for the winter, but may be used at a good profit 
for hauling the grain of all the farmers in a 
given ghborhood to the market town.

The caucus bill will pass the House almost 
exactly as it was agreed upon at Atlantic 
City. With a majority of but little over a 
baker’s dozen, it is considered dangerous to 
tisk any amendments, as half the Repub- 
licane in the House have ideas that they 
would like to see incorporated, and to open 
the doors at all would precipitate endless 
wrangles. It is proposed, therefore, to have 
the caucus adopt the bill prepared by the 
committee, make it a party measure, and 
adopt it in its entirety with the full under- 
standing that the whole scheme will be sub- 
ject to modification by the Senate. 

When the caucus adjourned Colonel Hen- 
derson said ft had been determined to rush 
the financial bil through the House at the 
earliest moment practicable. It will be 
printed immediately after a joint meeting of 
the Senate and House commtt tees is held 
and submitted to the Republican caucus on 


Saturday night. Colonel Henderson said the 


meeting tonight was an informal one, and 


was for the purpose of ascertaining if the 


members of the committee had weakened 
“in their falth since the measure was 
drafted at Atlantic City. It was found that 
all present still believed their work would 
satisfy the people and no changes were 


necessary. 

If the House passes 4 radical gold stan- 
dard paragraph it would cover all bonds

F | CRIMINAL WASTE OF GAS. 


INDIANA CONSUMERS IN DANGER OF 
LOSING NATURAL PRODUCT.

Necessity for the Use of Meters to Con- 
trol the Supply in Indianapolis Re- 
calls & Most Interesting Story of 
Private Initiative ror Public Ends— 
Bnormeus Profite in Natural Gas— 
Supply Seon te Be Entirely Ex- 
hausted.

of natural gas for Indianapolis and the cur- 
rent agitation of the subject of meters are 
facts which, while they advertise the crimi- 
nal * of this tuel hitherto, —.— 
for public 

During the excitement and multiplied bor- 
ings which followed the discovery in 1886 of 
natural gas near Muncie, Ind., the Standard 
Oil company located excellent wells about 
twenty miles from lis and laid a 
12-inch main thence to the city. The City 
Council thereupon, after sending a commit- 
tee of 1 to Eastern points where gas 
was used, passed a ordinance au- 
thorizing private companies to supply nat- 
ural gas to the city, but fixing a list of rates 
considerably lower than have ever pre- 
vailed elsewhere. In consequence of this 
action the Standard On company 
operations and demanded a 50 per cent raise 
in these 2 by the City Council. 

Gas had in the meantime been discovered 
in other localities, and two independent com- 
panies had been organized in Indianapolis 
which promised to supply the city at the 
rates fixed. 

In view of this situation the Standard on 
company finally sold out to one of these— 

the Indianapolis company. how- 
ever, that company changed its tactics, 
claimed that the rates in question were im- 
practicable, and itself petitioned the City 
Council to raise them 50 per cent. This peti- 
tion the Council was on the point of grant- 
ing, when the other independent company— 
the Consumers’ Gas trust—which represent- 
ed a genuinely public movement, organized 
mass-meetings in opposition, claimed that 
the rates were adequate, and set about plans 
for bringing in a — accordingly. This 
was in the fall of 1887 

. Organize for ‘Public Good. 

In order to forestall the capture of this 
company by its rival through the purchase 
of a majority of its stock, its promoters pro- 
vided in the articles of association that the 
directors should always be elected by a self- 
perpetuating Board of Trustees, whose first 
members were therein named. In other 
words, these trustees were to have an ir- 
revocable power of attorney to vote all the 
stock. Shares were put at $25 each, pay- 
able when $500,000 had been subscribed, and 
it was provided that when the stockholders 
should have been reimbursed for their in- 
vestment, plus 8 per cent interest thereon, 
gas should then be furnished at cost. 

The half million of stock was subscribed 
within about two weeks, and the threatened 
increase of rates by the Council was avert- 
ed, but the project in hand demanded $1,200,- 
000, or more than double the subscriptions. 
Arrangements, however, were finally made 
with pipe dealers for securing supplies in 
exchange for certificates of indebtedness, 
payable out of the first profits of the busi- 
ness, and construction was accordingly ef- 
fected. Certificates for $602,000 were issued, 
and in the fall of 1888 the supply was turned 
on. In the meantime the other company 
had concluded to proceed, and so had its 
plant in operation first, but, many waited 
for the popular company, and there was de- 
mand for both supplies. 

The flow at the welle, however, has beon a 
steadily diminishing one. The territory 
tapped has increased from one county to ten 
and now comprises about 3,000 square miles, 
while the natural pressure has fallen from 
$25 pounds to the square inch to 190 or less, 
and for two years it has been maintained in 
the service pipes by pumping. At the start 
the Consumers’ company had fifteen wells, 
all in one county, and about twenty miles 
from the city. Besides 252 abandoned wells, 
it now has in Operation and scattered 
through three counties 298 wells, some of 
them fifty miles from the city, with which 
they are connected by 250 miles of mains 
beyond the city Hmits. The total investment 


hag been about $2,500,000. 


Profits Have Been Large. 


The profits were large in the early deys 
and the $602,000 of certificates were paid off 
in four and one-half years. Since then 8 
per cent from the start has been paid on the 
stock and the holders of all the $605,000 is- 
sued have been reimbursed with the excep- 
tion of less than $200,000, and the latter has 
the plant for its security. The company has 
13.000 consumers, and its average income 
has been $450,000. Apparently, however, 
it will not be practicable to continue the 
business on the present plan much longer 
owing to the greatly increased difficulty and 
cost of securing a supply. In the meantime, 
however, the citizens have enjoyed this fuel 
at rates below those anywhere else prevail- 
ing and admittedly 50 per cent below what 
they would have been except for this spirit- 
ed enterprise. In comparison with this sav- 


ing the $200,000 or less still unpaid on the 


venture (though it has received 8 per cent 
interest for ten years) is, even if it should 
never be paid, a smal] item in comparison 
with the saving upon the entire consump- 
tion of the city—amounting annually under 
prevailing prices approximately to $1,000,000 
—during those years. The service of this 
company is also alleged to have been de- 
cidedly superior to that of the other com- 
pany since the recent diminution from the 


Held. 

To the credit of many citizens it should be 
added that the drawing of the legal papers 
for the formation of the company and the 
services of the trustees and directors—the 
latter meeting nightly for three months 
and fortnightly ever since—have been ren- 
dered without compensation and in the in- 
terest of a public cause. The whole story 
is an . grateful one from the 
standpoint of public feeling and a highly 
one from the standpoint of suc-
